In a recent interview, Count Takahira Kato, the new ambassa- 
dor of Japan to Great Britain, went a little farther than any of his 
compatriots whe had spoken on this subject. After pronouncing 
“ermiunal” the stories given publicity in this connection, he said: 
“Speaking for my country, I can assure you that nobody ever con- 
ceived such a mad scheme as fighting with the United States.” Japan, 
he declared, desired to be dominant in the Pacific, but only in her 
proper sphere; she had no intention of asserting this dominance in 
our waters; and this statement had reference to the Hawaiian Islands 


~and the Philippine Islands, as well as to our mainland. 


We could, of course, assume that the Japanese, high. and low, 
We might, 1f we chose, work 
ourselves into periodical passions over hostile rumors. We can, if we 
will, continue to insult Japan by doubting her every profession of 
iriendship.

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Needed 
for the 
Art Museum! 


THE NEW HOME for the Museum of Fine 
Arts in Boston is nearly completed, and 
already its classic outlines stand torth in 
virgin granite, a noble appeal to the eye for 
harmony in stone. It will be one of the 
handsomest structures anywhere in the world 
for the display of fine arts when it 1s thrown 
open to the public, as it probably will be next 
autumn. Acquisitions in some of the depart- 
ments, as the Chinese and Japanese, have 
been of such importance as appreciably to enrich them by special pur- 
chases in the Orient. The value of the Egyptian collection has been 
enhanced by the additions of objects of great beauty and interest 
which the excavations of the joint expedition sent out by Harvard 
University and the museum so richly yielded. When the entire col- 
lection is removed from the present building and arranged in the new 
one, the work for which will begin on May 1, these objects of fine 
arts will have their first genuinely adequate presentation. 

The annual report of the president of the institution, Gardiner 
M. Lane, calls attention to the fact that a very large sum. is still 
needed to pay for the new building and its running expenses and to 
provide funds for the purchase of works of art. In the last annual 
report it was stated that $623,650 was needed to pay in full for the 
new buifding, installation and moving, over and above moneys com- 
ing from the old building and subscriptions which had already been 
made to the building fund. During the year this amount was de- 
creased by gifts and subscriptions to $518,925, and the difference 
between these sums, over $100,000, was secured without any organ- 
ized effort. But the running expenses are about to be increased ma- 
terially, and the immediate requirements of the museum for this 
purpose and for its building fund are $1,268,925. 

This is a large sum of money, but it is not out of bounds for the 
purpose, and it should be easily met 1n a community where art is held 
in such high esteem. There are, however, two ways for raising 
funds that have not yet been tried by the museum—a popular sub- 
scription fund and an appeal to the city or state. The president’s 
report declares the intention of the trustees to make a public appeal 
for subscriptions at an early date. It it should be made known that 
a popular fund was open, to which small donations would be wel- 
comed, many modest art lovers would doubtless delight in giving 
their mite as a token of the pleasure they had been vouchsafed. On 
the other hand, there seems no reason why the nruseum should not 
receive some assistance from the city or state, since museums of New 
York, Philadelphia, Chicago, Pittsburg and St. Louis all receive 
liberal support from these sources. It 1s quite Ikely that the opening 
of the new building will arouse a wave of enthusiastic interest strong

There is still a great range for discovery, though it is not likely 
there are left any hidden continents to astound a prosaic world, as 
the discovery of the .\mericas staggered the consciousness of Iturope 


in the middle aves. 

Africa, so long the dark continent, has had its interior pretty 
well traversed. Both romance and acquisitiveness have played their 
part there, and organized effort has now entered the field to develop 
and mature the magnificent resources of this vast domain. ‘Today its 
extent and topography are fairly well known, though its jungles and 
deserts and morasses will defy subjugation for centuries. 

There are other regions of the eastern world than Africa which 
remain unexplored. The immense area of southeastern Arabia, still 
unmapped, which is called “The Dwelling of the Void,” and is one 
of the most inaccessible deserts of the world, is believed by geog- 
raphers to have ancient cities buried in its sands. These some day 
may vield treasures of papyri and relics of art. “The Roof of the 
World,” the name applied to the peaks of the Himalayas, is a region 
most difficult and baffling to explorers, which will probably resist as 
long as any spot on this planet the familiar charting of man. But 
the country to which the adventurous eyes of the youth of today 
turn with greatest interest and speculation 1s South America. There 
the present generation sees a great work to be accomplished in every 
particular of civilization.

uneasy conscience. In the custom house records they keep an account 
for “conscience money.” If the street railways have yet had to 
open such an account they have not divulged the fact. We are glad, 
however, to learn that the pay-as-you-enter cars are proving. profit- 
able to the operators, for they certainly do minister to the comfort 
of passengers. In the ordinary car the passengers are allowed to 
enter from both front and rear platforms, and the motorman rings 
a bell to announce the arrival of each passenger through~his door, 
so the conductor has to mill through the crowd back and forth from 
end to end of the car to collect fares. For the time that he is working 
his way through the crowd the signal to stop or start the car is often 
given by youths on the rear platform. If the conductor does it him- 
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self he has to call back through the crowd to some one on the rea 
platform to know if all ts clear. 

In the pav-as-vou-enter cars the conductor does the work whicl 
his name implies. He alone signals for the starting of 1 
the passengers are able from anv seat to signal him by 
bell when they wish the car stopped. The platfurm is large 
to hold a number of people, so that 1f some one person mal 
by not having the right change ready the car may still proceed 
the other persons standing. A special door for exit 1s provided 
that the outgoing passengers may leave at the rear without | 
fering with those coming on board, and when the car 1s crowded the 
passengers may leave by the front door as well. By these arrange- 
ments the delay at any particular crossing is reduced to a minim 
With a better schedule fewer cars are needed; and with every fare 
collected there 1s more profit for the operators. 

It would seem therefore to be according to the logic of events 
that Boston, which has the reputation of having one of the most ably 
conducted elevated and surface lines in the United States, will soon 
have this modern car service with conductors who conduct, instead 
of being compelled to labor like men practising =for a_ tootball 
scrimmage. 


In tHe United States district court at Chi- 
cago Tuesday, before Judge Anderson, be- 
gan the rehearing of one of the most cele- 
brated legal cases in history—a case that 
stands in bold relief in the records of civil 
litigation by reason of the enormous fine of 
$29,240,000 assessed against the defendant, 
the Standard Oil Company, itself a concern 
of world-wide reputation. Every step taken 
in connection with this case has attracted 
international attention. From the beginning, the disposition of the 
points of law involved has been regarded as a test of the govern- 
ment’s ability to deal with a powerful private interest. It was looked 
upon as a misfortune, however, that the fine should have been so high 
as to bring it, in the estimation of many thoughtful people, within the 
domain of absurdity. Yet it was at the time, and 1s still, held by 
many eminent authorities that Judge Landis was wholly consistent 
in his rulings and final decision. 

Judge Grosscup, however, reversed the decision. From this 
action the government sought review at the hands of the supreme 
court on a writ of certiorari, and some of the best legal talent in the 
country was employed on both sides of the argument before this 
body, which, following precedent, declined to consider the case. 
Judge Grosscup’s decision, therefore, became effective, and a rehear- 
ing became necessary. At this trial Judge Landis might have presided 
had he chosen to do so, but being of unchanged mind with regard to 
the merits of the case, he preferred that some other federal judge 
should sit in his place, and Judge Anderson consented to act. 

Should the government's counsel succeed in convincing the jury 
that each shipment made by the Standard Oil Company on which 
it received a rebate, regardless of the size of the shipment, was an 
offense, the fine may run to any figure between $500,000 and 3$10,- 
000,000. Tf, on the other hand, the defendant's counsel shall succeed 
in satisfying the jury that the settlements of freight charges only 
constituted the alleged offenses, the penalties, on a verdict of guilty, 
will be comparatively small. 

To the public the important point connected with this matter 1s 
that the present rehearing will probably mark the close of the political! 
phase of the rebate question and the placing of all such cases here- 
after where they belong, in the courts exclusively, where they may be 
disposed of, like all other cases, according to established procedure 
and with dignity.

Mistakes in the tariff may be remedied ; blunders in the 

tariff: may be corrected; mistakes and blunders in the disposition ot 

franchises for public service may be irremediable within a generation 
or a century. 

St. Louis is to have a public utilities commission under a law 
passed by the last Legislature. Its three members are to be appointed 
by the mayor. This is a weak point, everything depending upon the 
kind of a mayor the city has when appointments are to be made. 
However, the step is in the right direction, and it 1s with the people 
to see that thev elect a mayor who has the interest of the city at heart. 

The saving which American municipalities might have made; the 
fraud and corruption they might have escaped, the bad public service 
they might have avoided, had their public utilities been honestly and 
efficiently handled, it is impossible to express in figures or words at 
this time. Much more important is it, however, that they shall not 
fall into the same errors in the future. They can only hope to con- 
serve their interests properly by placing them, so tar as it is possible, 
in the hands of men qualified by training and character to administer 
them, and over whom they can exercise constant supervision and 
control. 

The commission method may be the best one. It must be re- 
garded, in any event, as an improvement over the aldermanic commit- 
tee method, and it is manifestly 1n the line of progress.
